Back Home. 
Fremont Reed has received the fol- 
Jowinu letter trom his soh Sgt. Dun­ 
can Reed. 
New York City, March 2, 1919. 
My Dear Father, Mother and brother: 
I am almost afraid that I will yet 
wake up in a dream and find myself 
hack in France, thou .rh I am in God’s 
country. 
Suppose you wen^ wondering what 
had happened to me a> it has been so 
lone since you heard t rom me. and 
whether 
I had gone to Russia 
cr 
somewhere where mail trains do not 
travel. 
Well, such was not the case. 
I left the regiment on January 28th, 
by direction *>f our Adjutant, "hatt­ 
ed to Bazoilles, where I spent five 
da vs thence to Savenav, eleven days; 
thence to Breast, eight days, during 
which time I was waiting for word of 
departure of returning ship. 
Finally, at 10:30 a. rn. on Sunday, 
February 16. word was received that 
we should get our baggage ready for 
embarkation. 
We were then taken 
via

At pier No. I we were docked 
at 5 p. rn. but were to remain on 
I hi ani overnight.

Union men came on board so I sent

you surprised ! 
Well, that is the 
wax I wanted it, not to say anything 


U ntil I arrived because I did not know 
when or how I would return. 
At 9 a. rn. March I (Saturday) 
1,000 of us were unloaded on a ferry, 
taken across the river, put in motor 
ears and taken to our present loea- 
t ion. 
To express in mere words my sur­ 
prise at our present home would not 
b<* a small matter. 
The IT S. Gov­ 
ernment through the Red Cross is g o ­ 
ing to give to returning soldiers the 
best that can be had and nothing 
will be too good. 
They have taken over several large 
building" here, this one formerly be­ 
ing a large 
depfmtment 
store, six 
"tories high, be; ween the 5th and 
6th Aves., LH and 19th Sts., right in 
the heart of the city. 
It is equipped 
just like a palace, each floor having 
four or five sections with good beds 
with white "beets and pillows; beau­ 
tifully decorated walls, indirect light­ 
ing system, pianos, 
vietrolas, flow­ 
er", lobby and writing room on each 


floor, burlier shop, canteen, tailors, 
large auditorium, postoffice, telephone 
and telegraph stations, in fact, every­ 
thing in the world a man could de- 
"ire. 
A splendid big dining hall with 
great eat.", and, how good it goes a f­ 
ter all we have gone through. 
We were first given a good bath, 
all our clothes taken to he sterilized, 
given a pair o f pajamas, a light suit, 
a pair of socks and slippers, so we 
can’t get away, but why worry, this 
is a paradise and one wofild not wish 
more.

PUBLIC MUST LOOK UP 
THE INCOME TAX EXPERT 


Deputies Sent Out 
By Department 
Will Not Call Upon 
the Individual. 


A person who 
waits 
for an in­ 
c o m e tax man to pull his door-boll 
or his coat-tails m ay find himself 
a delinquent subject to "ovcre penal- 
teis, is the warning sound today by 
the Internal 
'Revenue Bureau 
o f­ 
ficials. 
The duty of getting the pay­ 
ment and the returns in by March 
15 lies solely with each individual 
and corporation 
liable under 
the 
law. 
“The bureau has sent every man 
it can spare directly to the people 
to aid in an adx isory capacity,” said 
(’ommi.sooner Roper. 
“ But our men 
have no time to canvass }>eople al 
work or in their homes. 
Every per­ 
son liable to a tax or a return mil"! 
take the initiative in pet forming the 
duties required by the Revenue Luxe. 
lf 
he 
needs 
information, 
blank 
forms, or advice, he should ask an 
Income Tax officer. 
“The big thing now in income tax 
is to get the first payments in be­ 
tween now and March lo . 
That is 
tho due date, under tho new law. 
Frankly speaking 
tho Government 
needs the money to meet its obliga­ 
tions falling due on that date. 
“The returns of 1918 income arc 
due at the same time. 
Either a com­ 
plete return showing the true tax, 
or a tentative return of the estim­ 
ated tax, rn list, accompany each and 
every payment made .between now’ 
and March lo. 
“The tentative return of estimated 
tax is a relief measure adopted by 
the Bureau for taxpayers who can­ 
not complete their full returns on 
time. 
A taxpayer who needs addi­ 
tional time for making a return can­ 
not be relieved of the payment of the 
tax due, 
or the estimated 
tax due. 
But, on making the required payment 
between now and March 15, the tax­ 
payer can secure further time up to 
45 days in which to file tile complete 
return. 
“The Bureau in this way meets 
the convenience of taxpayers who 
a m pressed for time, but it cannot 
relieve 
them 
of 
the 
requirement 
that their 
taxes due on 
March 15 
must bo paid between now and the 
due date.
